For  more  than  63  years,  Milton  W.  "Scotty"  Wood  was  the  man  behind  miUions  of 
meals  - meals  that  have  been  served  to  college  students,  hospital  and  retirement  home 
residents,  as  well  as  physicians,  educators  and  business  people. 

Wood  founded  the  Allentown-based  Wood  Dining  Services,  which  over  63  years  grew 
from  a small  sandwich  shop  in  center-city  Allentown  to  a multi-faceted  organization  with 
annual  sales  of  over  $650  million. 

It  was  that  small  sandwich  shop,  called  the  Home  Restaurant,  which  became  a regular 
dining  estabhshment  for  the  Muhlenberg  College  basketball  team,  who  often  finished 
practice  too  late  to  eat  dinner  on  campus.  Since  it  was  literally  down  the  street  from  where 
the  players  practiced  at  Rockne  HaU,  the  Home  Restaurant  was  the  perfect  place  to  enjoy  a 
home-cooked  meal.  Scotty,  who  always  had  a soft  spot  for  athletes,  would  feed  the 
Muhlenberg  Mules  for  free. 

It  was  through  the  close  relationship  that  he  estabhshed  with  the  team's  players  and 
coaches  that  Scotty  was  asked  by  then-CoUege  president.  Levering  Tyson,  to  manage  the 
campus  dining  service.  "I  said  I could  do  it  in  all  ignorance.  I was  never  even  on  a college 
campus,"  recalled  Wood,  whose  formal  education  ended  with  a high  school  diploma.  It 
was  Scotty's  first  dining  service  account  and  the  beginning  of  Wood  Dining  Services.  The 
year  was  1947. 

In  1951,  Wood  Dining  Services  secured  its  second  dining  service  contract  at  Lehigh 
University  in  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  and  10  years  later,  landed  its  first  hospital  accounts  - Easton 
Hospital  and  Muhlenberg  Hospital  Center.  In  1965,  Wood  began  offering  food  and 
nutrition  services  to  nursing  and  personal-care  homes,  starting  with  Good  Shepherd  Home 
in  Allentown. 

Reflecting  on  his  success,  Scotty  remarked,  "I  started  in  business  with  a debt  of 
$2,400.00;  now  I have  a debt  of  gratitude  so  big  that  if  it  were  dollars  it  could  put  a dent  in 
the  National  debt. 

"It  has  been  said  that  a man  or  woman  is  judged  by  the  company  he  or  she  keeps,  just  as 
a company  is  judged  by  the  people  it  keeps.  Thank  you  for  making  us  look  so  good.  If 
success  means  having  been  blessed  with  good  health  and  a wonderful  family,  and 
participating  with  many  others  in  the  growth  of  a company  recognized  for  doing  a good 
job,  then  I'll  accept  the  comphment.

"What  I can't  accept  is  the  suggestion  that  I am  a self-made  man.  This  is  not  only 
embarrassing,  but  totally  untrue.  With  out  God's  help  and  the  help  of  many  others,  I would 
still  be  driving  a truck  for  Swift  and  Co. 

"When  I think  about  my  success,  I always  think  about  those  who  have  helped  me:  family 
and  friends  like  [former  Muhlenberg  basketball  coach]  Lee  Coker,  the  company's  many 
great  people,  our  wonderful  clients  and  our  dependable  suppliers." 

Wood,  who  was  bom  and  raised  in  Allentown,  graduated  from  Allen  High  School.  He 
had  five  children  with  his  wife  of  60  years,  Betty,  who  passed  away  on  March  2,  2000. 
Four  of  his  five  children  live  in  the  Lehigh  Valley  and  his  son  Scott  lives  in  Los  Angeles. 

His  second  wife,  Evie,  became  a wonderful  member  of  the  Wood  family. 

As  a tribute  to  his  father  and  his  ties  with  Muhlenberg  College,  in  addition  to  supporting 
the  school's  basketball  teams  and  Athletic  Department,  Bob  Wood  initiated  the  Scotty 
Wood  Basketball  Tournament.  Held  the  weekend  before  Thanksgiving,  this  tournament 
has  grown  into  one  of  the  more  popular  events  of  its  kind  in  the  region.  According  to  Bob, 
"It's  a great  event  that  brings  several  colleges  together  for  competition  and  creates  a stronger 
community  interest  in  college  athletics."  Subsequently,  in  1997  Scotty  was  awarded  an 
honorary  doctorate  from  Muhlenberg  College  and  in  September  1999  was  honored  again 
when  Muhlenberg  named  its  state-of-the-art  athletic  stadium  for  him. 

Scotty  passed  away  at  the  age  of  89  on  June  1 8,  2003.  Muhlenberg  College  will  continue 
fielding  the  tournament  in  memory  of  Scotty  and  as  a legacy  to  his  love  of  sports  and  his 
interest  in  helping  athletes  succeed  both  in  the  game  and  throughout  hfe.

So,  to  state  the  obvious,  change  is  inevitable.  And,  despite  changing  fashions,  graying  (or  vanishing)  hair, 
thickening  waistlines,  this  is  generally  a good  thing.

You,  in  particular,  are  not  powerless  because  you  have  a liberal  edueation  that  enables  you  to  understand  transitions,  to 
know  your  own  abilities,  to  reflect  on  your  choices,  and  to  make  your  life  a continuing  process  of  beeoming  more  truly  and 
distinetively  the  individual  you  were  always  meant  to  be.  Helping  you  achieve  this  goal  has  been  our  mission  here  at 
Muhlenberg.  Like  the  human  race  and  the  individuals  that  comprise  it,  human  institutions  also  change  and  evolve. 
Muhlenberg  is  no  exception.  The  College  you  have  grown  to  know  and,  I hope,  love,  has  evolved  noticeably  since  you 
arrived.  There  are  new  buildings,  new  faeulty  members,  new  eourses,  and,  of  course,  there  is  a new  President.  I look 
forward  to  my  time  at  Muhlenberg  and  relish  the  changes  that  are  yet  to  come.  This  doesn't  mean  that  I don't  value  what 
this  extraordinary  community  has  already  accomplished  - they  are  what  drew  me  here  in  the  first  plaee.  But  just  as  I value 
the  traditional  values  and  strengths  of  Muhlenberg,  I hope  you  will  continue  to  cherish  this  place  throughout  the  course  of  its 
future  evolution.  We  will  need  to  nurture  the  bond  that  unites  us  - the  College  and  its  graduates  - so  that  all  of  us  are 

stronger,  wiser,  and  happier  as  the  years  unfold. 

If  you  are  reading  this  in  2014,  or  2024,  or  later,  I guarantee  that  the  face  you  now  see  in  the  mirror  each  day  looks  different 
from  the  photo  of  yourself  you  will  search  for  in  these  pages.  I hope  you  like  what  you  see  in  the  mirror,  but  I also  hope  you 
cherish  fond  feelings  for  that  eerily  familiar  face  you  will  see  staring  baek  at  you  from  this  yearbook.  I hope  you  have  been 
nurtured  by  the  friendships  you  forged  and  the  lessons  you  learned  at  Muhlenberg.  I hope  you  find  satisfaction  in  the 
transitions  you  have  faced,  the  decisions  you  have  made,  and  the  life  you  have  led.  And  I hope  you  will  come  back  to  this 
place  from  time  to  time,  if  only  in  your  thoughts,  and  remember  that  our  successors  here  are  still  doing  the  important  work 

of  shaping  the  future,  and  that  it  is  our  responsibility  to  help  them.

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A Brief  History  of  Muhlenberg  College 


Muhlenberg  College  is  an  independent,  undergraduate,  coeducational  institution 
affiliated  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  Founded  in  1848  to 
provide  a liberal  arts  education  in  the  Christian  humanistic  tradition,  Muhlenberg 
is  committed  to  high  standards  of  academic  integrity  and  excellence. 

The  College  is  located  in  Allentown,  Pennsylvania,  approximately  55  miles  north 
of  Philadelphia  and  90  miles  west  of  New  York  City. 

As  a liberal  arts  college,  Muhlenberg  offers  programs  in  the  humanities,  the 
natural  and  social  sciences,  and  in  professional  areas  such  as  business,  education, 
pre-medical,  pre-theological,  and  pre-law  studies.  Flexibility  is  provided  with 
sensitivity  to  the  individual  needs  of  the  student  through  course  options  and 
opportunities  for  independent  study,  research  and  internships,  as  well  as  through 
a plan  for  self-designed  majors.  Through  a process  of  long-range  planning  and 
constant  review  the  college  strives  to  keep  its  curriculum  vital  and  current  with 
the  rapidly  changing  intellectual  world.  The  excellence  and  integrity  of  the 
Muhlenberg  program  have  been  recognized  by  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  by  some  13 
additional  national  honorary  societies  which  have  established  chapters  at  the

Most  significant  in  its  tradition  are  the  historic  ties  between  the  College  and  the 
Lutheran  Church.  The  name  Muhlenberg  College  was  adopted  in  honor  of  the

speaker  of  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives;  and  Henry  Ernst 
Muhlenberg  was  one  of  the  most  eminent  early  American  scientists  and  the  first 
President  of  Franklin  College,  now  Franklin  and  Marshall  College.
